Tho burned building is u 
comparatively new structure. It was wyll 
equipped witli apparatus to be used in caso 
of fire, and had two watchmen constantly 
employed. How the lire started is a mys- 
tery, and no satisfactory theory can be ad- 
vanced by those in a position to know.

Before tho Foran boom had grown to 
Bueli dimensions Gen. Thomas E. Powell 
had everything his own way and claimed his 
nomination with confidence. 
Ho knows that

his interests, but bchif; a wily politician, and 
knowing that to weaken means to die, he 
now claims'J50 votes, which is an ir.creasoof 
fifty over his original estimate. 
Although 


thu General is so confident of victory, his 
friends who are laboring for him are work- 
ing like beavei-s to assure him the necessary 
u3U votes to Bocuro his nomination. Powell, 
it must bo admitted, is still in the lead, 
and openly lie does not regard Koran's and 
Campbell's opposition as very serious, but 
in secret ho is working thu wires in every 
direction. 
Disinterested delegates who are 


unpledged, and are merely waiting for the 
turn of the tide to cast their lot, make to- 
night tho following estimate of the first bal- 
lot at tho convention: Powell, 200; Camp- 
bell, 215; Foran, 180. 
Thoso figures may, of 


course, be subject to further changes as more 
delegates arrive, but on tho above estimate— 
not quite satisfactory to any of tho candi- 
dates—tho fight is a very hot and interesting 
one.

smoothest politicians in tho State and counts 
largely on the labor vote. Ho pretends groat 
indifference about the result, and yesterday 
afternoon ho called on Gen. Powell, and, after 
wishing him success in tho nomination for 
Governor, loft in tho evening for a trip up 
tho lake. This seeming indifference, how- 
ever, docs not put Powell off his guard, for 
Foran, though absent himself, has a host of 
workers and followers who are fighting for 
him tooth and uail. All tho candidates havo

ThU 
nicnle of deceiving Lho ignorant has now lust 
its oDlcncy as regards v/esteru corporations, 
but 
this stato wo have taken such pains to 


regnhilo tho issuo of stocks and bontl.^ that 
tho namo "bond" still gives a sense of secur- 
ity, and so, too, docs thu name preferred 
stock. Tho latter name implies Unit '..ho com- 
pany has made a small portion of its stock 
more desirablo than tho larger portion, which 
remains as common stock. 


As stock can bo issued in Jlassnchusetta 


only for tho amount of money really paid 
into tho treasury, if a small portion of thu 
stocl; so issued is in some w:iy iraJe better 
than the largo remainder, the fair supposition 
is lli.it it is worth more than par. 
I3nt if UH 


per cent, of tho stock of luo corporation is 
mado preferred, the namo is likely to mislead, 
and tho state should not sanction such an at- 
tempt at deception. But, still further, if l.y 
limiting the amount of dividend that tho pre- 
ferred can receive, at tho samo time that 03 
percent, of tho stock is nrndo preferred, tho 
common stock is niailo very valuable per 
sharo, it is obvious that tho nar.io preferred 
is Misapplied. 
Instead of being preferred 


stock it should bo called limited stock. 
Tim 


stock really has all the disadvantages and 
none of tho advantages of o. bond.—Boston 
Herald.

JJcwspapcv Man Wlio Had a Sard i:o« 


to TJoe— Writing History. 


"Newspaper men.'Haid on old war corre- 


spondent, "had u hard row to hoe during tho 
wiu- 
Thoy were under orders to wnto in- 


teresting letters whether circumstances per- 
mitted or not, and those who had any pro- 
1'isiional pride wero often placed In tho most 
dan"crous situations under the most trying 
circumstances. Much to their regret, they 
werootten placed so that it was absolutely 


lo to write about an engagement or 


n battle which they had been sent to describe. 
It tho correspondent had no professional 
pride, or if he was a man with littlo personal 
courage and littlo honesty of purpose, or a 
man ot violent prejudice and 
capricious 


temper, ho was apt to resort to questionable 
fchcmes to carry out his instructions. 


"Sometimes correspondents woreattaclied to 


the personal staff of a subordinate general, 
and naturally thoy saw a battle from the 
standpoint of tho general who favored them. 
Iu scores of cases this class of correspondents 
described a great battle, making tho com- 
mander of some division tho hero of tho occa- 
sion. Nearly every soldier in tho army would 
recognize the injustice of this, but it was ac- 
cepted at homo as the tmth. Such coiTcspond- 
ont-i saw only tlio flghtln;; of tho division to 
which thoy were attached, and they were 
prono to believe that the one division did nil 
ILe lighting that was done on that day. They 
described wbat they saw, and often gave a 
column to a division that did little or nothing, 
aud a paragraph to the remalnderof tho army 
ibui. boro the brunt of a contest. 


"There were othnr correspondents who car- 


ried rite or who hold commissions in the 
army, and who wrote 03 soldiers, describing 
only tlio part that their o\rn commands played 
in tho contoss, speaking conscientiously, how- 
ever, from hearsay of the part played by 
other regiments, brigades and division*. 
Thui-o were corresiioiidents, again, who had 
nil the during of tho most courageous soldier, 
who lived, as it were, on tbe skirmish line, 
niul who, having great freedom of uciioii, 
worn now with the scouts, now with the 
pickets, now at headquarters, and who niiiue 
it a point to write history, spiced, it may be, 
Liy personal adventure, and colored a little by 
the circumstances under which they wrote.
